To think that all 
those myriads of automobiles were 
being driven by capitalists! Could 
it be that everybody in the United 
States was a capitalist, I mused. 
NexTl went" "on "a shopping trip 


to some of the leading department 
stores. The variety of 
goods 
of- 


fered was 
simply 
breath-taking. 


That there was no limit to what 
anyone could buy and 
that 
the 
stock was inexhustible, seemed in- 
credible to one who 
was 
accus- 


tomed to standing in line in Mos- 
cow, 
often to be told that the ar- 


ticle you had been waiting for was 
all sold out. And 
what 
Moscow 


teacher could afford to shop in the 
be.st department store there— the 
Mostrog? 
The wonder of wonders was the 


five-and-ten cent store 
on

Avenue where I 
was 
taken.
